— Belgium has formally 
rejected the recent: recom- 
mendctions by NATO's “Three 
Wise Men“ to increase her 
financial and industrial de- 
fence effort, a Government 
spokesman said today. 

The spokesman said Bei- 
gium’s reply to the “Three 
Wise Men" — Messrs Averell 
Harriman, Edwin Plowden 
and Jean Monnet — was con- 
tained in a memorandum to 
Mr. Harriman as President of 
the NATO Temporary Council 
Committee, composed of the 
financial representatives of

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In the course of an hour- 
long, bilustering speech, in 
which he appeared unrecon- 
ciled to the very existence of 
Israeli, he suddenly declared:

Gov- 
ernment estimates say that 
costs of clothing and furniture 
should not rise perceptibly, 
and though the price of food 
will rise slightly .it will not 
do so dispreportionately with 
income. The housewife need 
not worry. aboyt unemploy- 
ment. If she. has to move to 
a new location with her hus- 
band she may find difficulty 
in finding accommodation, 
but 800,000 new dwellings 
nl go up this year, and 
though private building has 
been cut, public authorities 
building will increase, and 
there are heavy priorities for 
areas where defence plants 
are recruiting outside labour.

Taft's main enemies.
